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II. KEY POINTS 

o President's Strategy of Engagement 

President Clinton believes a strong, prosperous, 
stable China accords with U.S. national interests. 
The U.S. and China can move beyond current 
difficulties toward cooperative, respectful, and 
mutually beneficial ties. 

To this end, we initiated a policy of high-level 
engagement, which we are willing to extend to all 
matters of mutual concern. The Seattle meetings are 
crucial — political leaders give impetus to relations 
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Through engagement, we hope to achieve concrete 
progress on bilateral disputes, especially in h

rights, nonprolif eration, and trade. Progress in each 
area is vitally important to improved relations. 
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Progress on Human Rights 
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Next Step s in Engagement 

The essence of our recent initiative is to build trust 
and find common ground through engagement. We are 
pleased that China has responded positively. 

As a result, both sides agree on the need to 
reinvigorate the three joint commissions. We have 
proposed the next meeting of the Joint Commission on 
Commerce and Trade be held in March. We hope the 
other two commissions — on Science and Technology and 
the Joint Economic Commission — can meet in the first 
half of next year. We have talked to our relevant 
Cabinet members. 

We also are in agreement that parliamentary exchanges 
would be a good idea. We would like to see Chairman 
of the National People's Congress Qiao Shi invited to 
Washington by his American counterparts and will see 
if this can be arranged. 

We need progress in our various trade-related 
negotiations in order to avert the difficulties for 
our relations that would be caused by the U.S. having 
to impose sanctions. 

High-level engagement across the range of issues, 
along with the political will to make the necessary 
decisions, should allow us to establish good, 
constructive, cooperative relations. 
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
